It was the finest . exhibition.. of 


ever seen in Ireland. 
From an individual we of view, the 
honours of the eveni entirely went 
to H. M. Osborne, as, Írom the nature oí the 
events decided, was only to be expected, 
in view of the remarkable performances of 
this world's wonder in the recent Olympic 
Games. Osborne won the running high jump, 
the standing high jump and the thres jumps, 
and was second to A. W. Winter, of Aus- 
tralia, in the hop, step and jump, thus dis- 
playing a versatility in all styles of jumping 
which has certainly never been seen previously 
on an Irish athletic field. The other suc- 
cessful American competitors were J. V. 
Scholz, who won the metres race, doi 
21 1-5 secs.; D. Kinsey, who won the 11 
metres hurdle race in 15 2-5 secs.; and M. 
McGrath, the Irish-American, who won the 
hammer-throwing contest with a throw of 
163 ft. 11 ins. 

In three of the events Irish records were 
beaten. Kinsey's time in winning the 110 
metres hurdle race, 15 2-5 secs., equals the 
Irish record made by A. C. Kraenzlein at 
Ballsbridge many years ago, and as 110 metres 
is 1 ft. inn more than 10 yards, his time 
for the recogni Irish distamee must have 
been better than Kraenzlein’s. As, however, 
the 120 yards was not separately timed, it is 
doubtful if the figures can go on the books. 
Schols 's time in the final of the 200 metres 
race (21 1-5 secs.) must also be regarded as 
an Irish record for that distance. in fact, it 
was at first announodd as being a world’s 
record; but this, of course, was not correct, 
as in America Scholz has done 20 9-10 secs. 
over a straight-away 200 metres course. His 
time yesterday, however, was 1-5 sec. better 
than he did in the final of the race of similar 
length at the Olympic Games, in which, it 
will be recalled, he beat Abrahams, the 
Cambridge University crack. The third Irish 
record was made in the standing high jump, 
In winning which Osborne did 5 ft. 32 ins., 2 
ims. less than his own world’s record, but con- 
siderably better than the long-standing Irish 
record of J. Chandler (4 ft. 113 ins.), which, 
it may incidentally be mentioned, was made 
with the aid of weights. 

The weather was very much better than 
on the opening day of the athletic pro- 
gramme, and the attendance was much more 
satisfactory, the stands in the reserved por- 
tion of the ise being full 
lo =. capacity, while the unreserved 
portions were well  patronised. The 
splendid performances accomplished during 
the afternoon, and the spirited competition 
in most of the events aroused the spectators 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm, which reached 
its zenith when Osborn attempted to im- 
prove on his world’s record of 6ft. 6ins. by 
having the bar placed one-eighth inch above 
that height. He made three attempts, but 
failed, which was not surprising in view of 
the fact that the take-off had not recovered 
from the downpour of the previous day. 

Of the two intesnshione! flat races, the 
200 metres was the only event which was run 
to a conclusion. Lavan beat the Canadian, 
McKechenneay, in the first heat. In the 
second Coaffee (Canada) beat D. Crowley 
(England). In the third, Carr (Australia) 
eliminated Porritt (New Zealand), and in the 
fourth Scholz (America) had an easy victory 
from Norris (England). The fastest of the 
heats (Carr's) was 22 1-5 secs. In the final 
Scholz had little difficulty in demonstrating 
his superiority, and it was no mean per- 
formance on the part of Carr to finish within 
three yards of the American. Coaffee was 
six yards away in third position, aed Ireland's 
only representative ‘“‘ also ran,' but credit- 
ably in such company. 

1,500 metres race was run in two 
heats, but as the first four in each qualified 
for the final there was little real competition. 
In the first heat three Americans—P. J. 
Kennedy, M. A. Devanny, and R. B. Buker— 
finished in a group in frent of Magan, of 
Celbridge, who led for the greater part of the 
race. In the second heat T. Glancy (Scot- 
land) finished a yard in front of J. W. Ray 
(America) and R. Watson (America); but the 
placings were obviously no indication of the 
real form of the runners, as the final will, 
doubtless, prove. 

J. O’Donowan (Ireland) won the first heat 
of the hurdles, but he was disqualified for 
knocking down three of the obstacles, and J. 
E. Porritt, of New Zealand, who finished 
seognd, was awarded the race. D. Kinsey 
(Aferica), the Olympic winner, had a very 
easy victory in the second heat, and in the 
third H. Conway (Ireland) ‘‘ walked over. 
Kinsey's heat was the fastest, 15 4-5 secs., and 
D. Leahy (England), who was second, there- 
fore qualified for the final. In that race, how- 
ever, there was only one man in it. Kinsey 
went clean away from the other trio in the 
early stages, and, clearing the hurdles in per- 
fect fashion, won very easily in 15 2-5 secs., 
2-5 secs. worse than his Olympic time, but 
better, as already mentioned, than Kraenz- 
lein’s Trish record. Kinsey's style of hurdling 
was quite distinct from that of the other com- 
petitors. He shoots out his right leg almost 
straight in front of him and clears the hurdles 
in what appears to be an almost rigid 
position. 

There were seven competitors in the high 
jump, which started at 5ft. Bins., but in 
addition to Osborne and Stanley, the Irish 
champion, Shanahan was the only one who 
remained in until 5ft. 10jins. was cleared. 
Stanley did 6ft. Sjins., quite the best per- 
formance he has ever done in his career, and 
when he failed at an inch higher, after 
Osborne had cleared that height, the event 
was won. Osborne subsequently attempted 
6ft. 6pins., but failed. His winning jump is 
such a fine performance that any comment on 
it is unnecessary. lt may, however, be said, 
as indicating his ability, that he did not 
trouble to remove his long pants 
until alter clearing 6ft. Zins. He 
takes a very much shorter run-up 
than dó most jumpers, seldom covering 
more than twelve yards, and takes off much 
closer to the lath than is usual, 

In winning the standing high jump 
Osborne’s style was a marked contrast to 
that of the ether competitors, While all of 
thefh jumped in.what might be termed a 
had fashion, bringing their feet to a level 
with their tranks, an style might be 
described as diving over the bar. crossing 
the lath his feet were invariably above his 
head, and he landed on his Osborne's

CONFERENCE.

DEFECTS OF MODERN 
TRAINING. 


The international congress on architec- 
tural education at the headquarters of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects was at 
tended by representatives from the British 
Isles, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
France, Italy, Austria, Spain, Belgium, Hol. 
land, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Russia, the 
United States of America, the Argentine, and 
Czecho-Slovakia. Architectural education of 
the past was considered on the opening day; 
the present position was treated the second 
day, and the needs of the future discussed 
the following day. — 

Professor Wilham Emerson (Massachusetts) 
said that in America they were working for 
one great objective—the more general re- 
cognition of architecture as a protession for 
the practice of which adequate preparation 
was essential. Their efforts were being directed 
towards the teaching of fundamental princi- 
ples rather than to the study of countless de- 
tails. 

Mr. W. Curtis Green, chairman of. the 
Board of Architectural Education, speaking 
of training in England, said that he thought 
it was now unsafe for any young architect to 
neglect to obtain the A.R.1I.B.A. His liveli- 
hood might depend on his holding this recog 
nised qualification, Speaking of the appren- 


‘ticeship system, he said that the rush of 


modern practice made the supervision of the 
principal practically impossible. The new fac- 
tor in the situation was the school of archi- 
tecture attached to a university or a school of 
art. Students’ work to-day was, he said, in 
a far healthier and more lively state than it 
had ever been. 
Professor A. E. Richardson, London Uni 
versity School of Architecture, strongly criti 
cised modern ‘tendencies in training, and 
said that the traiming in design, as at present 
constituted, was far too ambitious. The sum 
total of architectural training should be de- 
voted to the making of master-builders, who 
were also artists, and, in some measure. 
scientists, The- desire for novelty was lead- 
ing to a “paper” tradition, and the weakness 
of the present system was that it was the 
making of draughtsmen and not the training 
of architects. 

THE FUTURE. 
M. Leon Jaussely said that the problems 
which the architect was more and more 
called on to face were constructive problems 
of increasing audacity and complexity. This 
must lead the architect to become more and 
more a constructor, not in the narrow profes- 
sional sense, but in the highest sense. He 
could no longer be simply an artist who, as 
was still the case to-day, conceived merely 
the decoration of the forms supplied to him 
by the calculation of the engineer. He must 
himself imagine the said forms completely, 
both constructive and decorative being the 
product of one brain. The evolution and 
progress of architecture lay in the fusion of 
two spirits at present sharply distinct—the 
constructive spirit and the decorative spirit. 
_ Signor G. Giovannoni described the com- 
ing introduction in Italy for the profession 
of architect of a State examination, quite dis- 
tinct from the leaving certificate, which re- 
presented the end of the official study, and 
to other measures designed to revive artistic 
teaching. 
Mr. H. V. Lanchester said that they in 
England should take up, as regards architec- 
ture, the same attitude they adopted in 
the political sciences—namely, that of de- 
veloping from. their present systems towards 
something that would be superior to them. He 
paid a tribute to the vitality of educational 
methods at the present time. Such defects 
as existed were due to a steam-rolier labelled 
"“ eurriculum,” which aimed at turning out 
every student with a certain uniform acquire- 
ment. Of course, it could not succeed, but 
a good deal of harm was done. It disguised 
inherent disqualifications and mitigated 
against the development of individuality in 
type. 

Professor C. H. Reilly (Liverpool Univer- 
sity School of Architecture) said that to-day 
they had nearly all their buildings overloaded 
with unnecessary features and ornaments. 
Modern American buildings, and in a less 
degree modern French buildings, were clean, 
restful structures compared with theirs. Only 
the co-operative spirit, the sense of respon- 
sibility to the community, could successfully 
combat individualism and restore again some- 
thing lke ordér and decency to our towns.

NEW STEEL BRIDGE FOR 
NEWRY. 


At a meeting of the Newry Urban Council 
the County Surveyor (Mr. ©, Blaney) men- 

tioned that he had received a copy of plan of 
shes bridge which the Port and Harbour Trust 
proposed to put across the canal at the Basin. 
The new bridge, which would be 41 feet long, 
would be entirely constructed of steel girders, 
with timber sheeting, the same as the existing 
bridge. It ig supposed to carry a “live 
load of 15 tons, which would be something 
of the weight of an ordinary traction engine. 
The bridge would he something after the style 
of the existing bridge, and it would be ar- 
ranged in such a way that one man would 
cpen it in four minutes, and two men in two 
minutes. The width of the carriage-way 
would be 14ft., and there would be a footway 
of Jit. wide on each side of the bridge. 

When asked how long it would take till 
the bridge was erected, the Surveyor said it 
would take 54 months, but the actual placing 
of the bridge in position would only take a 
day or so.

SUBSIDIES FOR HOUSE- 
BUILDING. 


DUBLIN COMMISSIONERS” 
SCHEME. 


The Commissioners of the County Borough 
of Dublin have, with the sanction of the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, adopted a scheme, in pursuance of 
which local assistance will be granted to per- 
sons for ‘the purpose of enabling them to 
erect dwellings within the area under the 
jurisdiction of the Dublin Borough Commis- 
sioners in accordance with the provisions of 
the Housing (Building Facilities) Act, 1924. 

The scheme provides for the making of 
grants up to the maximum amount indicated 
in the Act, namely, £100 for five-roomed 
houses, £80 for four-roomed houses and £60 
for three-roomed houses. 

The Commissioners are prepared (a) to give 
grants in cash; (b) to grant or lease any 
lands in their possession as building sites; or 
(fc) to execute works of development suitable 
to the erection of houses to which the Act 
applies; provided that the total value of the 
assistance thus given shall not in the aggre- 
gate exceed the amounts of the grants above 
indicated. 

The Commissioners are prepared to grant 
also a remission of rates in respect of houses 
to which the Act applies, in accordance with 
Part 2 of the Schedule of the Act. 

It is further provided that the floor area of 
a house to rank for grants shall not exceed 
1,000 square feet. 

In cases where the floor area exceeds 1,000 
square feet, but does not exceed 1,500 square 
feet, assistance under the head of remission 
of rates only will be granted. 

The provision of sites on any of the large 
areas in the possession of the Commissioners 
is contingent upon an adequate number of 
persons signifying their intention of taking 
the local assistance in this form. 

Applications for local assistance under the 
scheme must reach the Commussioners not 
later than 3rd October, 1924. 

Persons desiring to avail themselves of the 
scheme should have regard to th» plans pre- 
scribed and regulations made by the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health, and 
which are obtainable from Messrs. Eason and 
Son; Middle Abbey street.

A 
national railway settlement that would 
have made the frontier negligible as an 
economic entity was well within the grasp 
of the Free State Government. The link 
might have been formed by an association 
of the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway 
with the Great Northern Railway. The 
deus ex machina might have been the 
“alien” company, which has a very large 
interest in the railways of Northern 
Ireland, and was thoroughly well disposed 
towards the Government of the Free State. 
We are quite satisfied that, if this oppor- 
tunity had been seized, the Northern 
Government could have been brought into 
negotiation and a national railway settle 
ment could have been accomplished, In 
other words, the lever of Archimedes 
could have been found, From a national 
policy for the railways might have sprung 


rently they regard leniency as weakness, 
and have been imposing on the good-will 
of the British Government for the last 
two years. The position in regard to the 
Sudan already has been made abundantly 
clear, and, if the Egyptians persist in 
making trouble, the sternest measures must 
be adopted. The lives of British soldiers 
are too precious to be exposed to the 
treachery of Egyptian assassins, and we 
hope that Lord Allenby will take imme- 
diate steps to protect them. 


Street Traffic. 


The traffic problem in London has been 
the subject of much anxious thought 
recently. The time which is lost owing 
to almost constant stoppages, and the 
danger of accidents through the greatly 
increased volume of traffic on the streets, 
are causes of growing inconvenience and 
concern to all classes. Now a definite 
step has been taken to relieve the con- 
gestion. The latest plan is the adoption 
of one-way routes. Mare street, Hackney, 
was selected for the first experiment. The 
trial proved to be so successful that it 
will be repeated next Monday in Long 
Acre, which is badly congested at present 
on account of its neighbourhood to Covent 
Garden Market. Its average width is only 
twenty-six feet, and there is barely room 
for three lines of traffic. The new plan is 
likely to afford much relief, and probably 
it will be adopted in the West End in 
course of time. London will benefit vastly 
if the traffic on its congested streets can be 
accelerated. Dublin's traffic problems are 
small compared with those of London, but 
they are sufficiently serious to merit atten- 
tion. There has been lately a very con- 
siderable increase in the number of motor 
cars on the streets of the Free State 
capital, and here, as in London, the 
problem is complicated by the presence ol 
a large number of slowly moving horee- 
drawn vehicles. For a little while recently 
Dublin gave a lead to other cities by send- 
ing traffic only one way in Grafton street, 
which is, perhaps, our most congested 
thoroughfare. When this system was in 
force it was very welcome to visitors, and 
the opinion was expressed frequently that 


a like co-operation in many other 
matters. The events of recent weeks 
show how much the Free State Govern- 
ment has lost by its failure to push an 
open door.

The holders of the 
North Wall Extension Shares, who were en- 
titled to a share of the earnings of the North 
Wall Extension Line, had their rights pre- 
served by the issue of similar shares in the 
new undertaking. 

The capital of the new company formed by 
the three amalgamating companies amounts 
to £21,..3,958, and the inclusion of the 
capital of t'> ‘ree absorbed companies in- 
creases this to £21,547,564. 

‘* "ine Boards of the respective companies,”’ 
said the Chairman, “ are mutually satisfied 
that the proposed amalgamation would be to 
the advantage of . eir respective stock- 
holders.” 


THE DISCUSSION, 


Mr. Maguire said that it was not fair to 
the shareholders of the epee com- 
pany that they should be burdened with the 
management of the baronial guaranteed rail- 
ways, which never had earned a dividend, 
and which were kept up by the ratepayers 
in their different counties. Those small rail- 
way companies had reason to congratulate 
themselves upon having a guaranteed divi- 
dend of 4 per cent. given them. It was de- 
plorable, he said, that the Government had 
not done something to enforce reductions of 
the absurd wages that were being paid to 
railway employes. 

Mr. Griffin (Limerick) said that he felt 
that the directors had done their very best 
in the matter for the shareholders. (Hear, 
hear.) They had, like many other bodies, 
passed through strenuous times, and had 
done as well as could be expected; but he 
was convinced that reduced freights and 
fares were necessary to the progress and de-. 
velopment of trade and industry in the 
country. 
_ Mr. McCullen (Drogheda) said that he was 
in favour of amalgamation, but he did not 
understand by what process of reasoning the 
same value was placed on the stock of the 
baronial guaranteed railways as on the stock 
of the Great Southern and Western. 

Mr. T. P. Morrissey said that amalgama- 
tion was an accomplished fact, and no useful 
purpose could be served by speaking of it 
o. the Government in terms of censure. How 
could the Government force a reduction of 
wages any more than any other employer? 


A CLEFT STICK. 


The Chairman, replying to the remarks of 
the shareholders, said that in the matter of 
amalgamation the directors found themselves 
in a cleft stick. They found it best to 
accept amalgamation, and, as to the in- 
clusion of the smaller lines and the guaran- 
teed railways, they. gave them the terms 
that they were getting, because they were 
entitled to a guaranteed dividend in 
perpetuity under their old system. He 
hoped that common-sense would prevail in the 
country, and that employés would not drive 
out trade, but that they would follow the 
example of their fellow-workers in England 
and agree to a reduction in their scale of 
wages, in order to meet competition from 
abroad. (Hear, hear.) 

If common-sense did not prevail Ireland 
could not prosper, and unemployment would 
extend. 

The formal resolutions were then passed, 
and the proceedings closed with a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman.

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DUBLIN POLICE COURTS’ 
TO DISAPPEAR, 


DISTRICT OOTRTS 
AFTER NEXT SATURDAY.

MR.LUPTON RETURNING 
TO THE BAR. 


The Dublin Police Courts, as they have 
hitherto been known, will cease to exist 
as from Saturday next, and in their place 
will be set up a District Court, as pro- 
vided for in the Courts of Justice Act, 
passed in April of the present year. By 
an order of the Executive Council, 
Part III. of the Act, which is concerned 
with District Courts, will come into opera- 
tion as from Saturday next. 

For some. time these Courts have been 
in operation all over the Free State, with 
the single exception of the City of Dublin, 
so that the Metropolitan area is the only 
one in which any change will be necessary 
next Saturday. 

The three Metropolitan Police Magis- 
trates will cease to function under their 
original appointments, but it is learned 
authoritatively that at least two of these, 
Mr. E. A. Collins and Mr. Mark Cooper, 
will continue to serve in the capacity of 
District Justices. 

Mr. Edmund Lupton, who has been 
Chief Magistrate since the retirement of 
Sir Ernest Swifte, did not seek appoint- 
ment under the new conditions. He will 
take the pension to which he is entitled 
and will return to his practice at the Bar. 

Under the new Act the salary of the 
Senior Justice of the police district of 
Dublin Metropolis is fixed at £1,200, while 
the other Dublin Justices will receive 
£1,100 per annum, 

In view of the fact that the work to be 
done under the new scheme will be much 
heavier than has hitherto been the case, 
it is probable that at least two new magis- 
trates will be appointed. 


NEW FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
OUTBREAK.

The Ministry of Agriculture issued the 
following last night :— . 

The existence oí foot-and-mouth disease 
was confirmed to-day in a heifer on a farm 
at Maghull, near Liverpool. The total stock 
on the premises consists of thirty cattle and 
seven pigs. ‘Tuc heifer was, however, the 
only animal affected. The whole of this 
stock is being slaughtered. 

rh’. district has been entirely free from 
foot-and-mouth disease for some monts, and 
there is as yet no definite clue as to the 
possible origin of this new outbreak. The 
Ministry has made an order prohibiting the 
movement of cnimals in an area of about 
fifteen miles radius surrounding the infected 
premises, but the area subject to these re- 
strictions has not been extended south of the 
Mersey. 

Two further cases of foot-and-mouth disease 
occurred to-day at Chartham, near Canter- 
bury, Kent, at a considerable distance from 
the recent outbreaks near Ashford. These 
two new cases have necessitated the ex- 
tensi of the infected area, in which the 
movement of animals is restricted to include 
the remainder of East Kent. 


RESERVES FOR THE 
BRITISH ARMY.

20,000 MEN WANTED. 


Army Orders issued in London yesterday 
authorise the formation of a supplementary 
reserve of officers, provisionally fixed at 2,489, 
to complete and maivtain all arms at full 
strength on mobilisation, and also the forma- 
tion of a supplementary reserve provisionally 
fixed at 20,639, to complete on mobilisation 
the requirements of the Royal Artillery, Royal 
Engineers, Royal Corps of Signals, Royal 
Army Ordnance Corps, and Rbval Army 
Veterinary Corps, for which the existing first 
class Army Reserve does not provide. 

All officers commissioned into the supple- 
mentary reserve will be liable to serve, in the 
event of an emergency, with any unit of the 
forces in any part of the world, but they wil! 
not be required to serve in aid of the civil 
power in a domestic emergency. 

As a rule, all officers will be required to 
carry out preliminary training during their 
first year of service. and annual training dur- 
ing peace, except those who on mobilisation 
will perform duties similar to their peace time 
profession. 

An annual gratuity of £25 will be paid to 
each officer if he resides within Great Britain 
or Northern Treland, and carries out the pre. 
scribed training. During peace officers will 
generally have the same emoluments as Terri- 
torial Army officers, and when mobilised wii! 
receive the rates of pay and allowances in 
force for the Regular Army. 

Candidates may be accepted from civil life, 
from the Regular Army Reserve of Officers, 
the Territorial Army, or the Territorial Army 
Reserve of Officers, and nomination for ap- 
pointments will be proceeded with at once.

MR. WALSH AND THE 


TAILTEANN GAMES. 


At St. Patrick's Training College, Drum. 
condra, last night upwards oí seventy 
athletes representing Australia, Canada, New 
Zealand, South Africa and the United 
States of America were entertained at dinner 
by war. M. -. O'Hanlon, who has charge of 
the Overseas section of Aonach Tailteann. 
The guests included a number of champions 
who had made pew records. These were in- 
dividually introduced and were cordially re- 
ceived. 

The general attendance included Mr. J. J. 
Walsh, Director of the Games; Messrs. W. 
M. Davin, D. J. Gorey, A. McCabe, P. J. 
Heffernan, and General Murphy, Chief Com- 
missioner Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, in welcoming the repre- 
sentatives of many foreign countries, 
apologised for not being able to do so sooner.

Thev 
were a great feature of this old country 
thousands of years ago. A few years ago 
they received some assistance from the Legis- 
lature.

This year, through a fortunate set 
of circumstances, they were able to get into 
their stride, and the idea which had lon 
burned so brightly in the hearts of the Irish 
people had been realised. The period through 
which they were passing was one oí great 
historical importance to the Irish people. It 
was a period that would leave its indelible 
mark. eir first Tailteann saw here a great 
many outaiandns men and women. He 
assured them that the Irish people extended 
to them their gratitude and thanks for the 
manner in which they had acquitted them- 
selves in the [Irish stadiums. By their 
example they had placed these Games on a 
higher plane than the promoters had hoped 
for. 

The Irish people, on their part, had, he 
hoped, conducted themselves in a manner 

tting a sporting nation and had given an.

people had done that.

LONDON, Wednesday. 

Lord Allenby, High Commissioner in 
Egypt, and Mr. Lee Stack, Sirdar and 
Governor-General of the Sudan, called at 
the Foreign Office to-day and had a con- 
sultation with Mr. Ramsay Macdonald on 
the question of the disturbances in the 
Sudan. 

It was fortunate that both of them 
happened to be on leave in London at the 
same time. 

One British warship, the light cruiser 
Weymouth, has been sent to Port Sudan, 
and the battleship Marlborough has been 
ordered to Alexandria from Zara, in the 
Adriatic Sea. These are purely precau- 
tionary measures. The sloop Clematis 
leit Hurghada for Port Sudan last 
Monday. 

It is also pointed out that the aero- 
planes, which formed part of the equip- 
ment of the reinforcements sent to the 
disturbed area, are intended purely for 
reconnaissance work. There is no sug- 
gestion that they should be used in puni- 
tive or bombing expeditions against the 
troops concerned. 

This agitation does not take as its 
battle cry “ Sudan for the Sudanese,”’ but 
“Sudan for the Egyptians.’’ The opinion 
of British officials is that the Sudanese 
are quite content to live under British 
rule, and do not wish to be handed over 
to the Egyptians. 

It is significant that quite recently there 
was a meeting of notables at Omdurman, 
where a resolution was passed stating that 
their ideal was eventual self-government. 
They recognised, however, that the country 
was not sufficiently developed in its poli- 
tical sense for this, and, therefore, they 
were content to remain under British rule. 

If there were no Egyptians in the Sudan 
there would be no Sudanese question. 
The present agitation really began in 
Cairo, one of its forms being the “ Society 
of the White Flag,” financed in Egypt.

CAIRO, Wednesday. 

While the general public here is not unduly 
excited over the Sudan outbreaks, the native 
Press and the students are making all the 
capital they can out of the Atbara and Khar- 
toum incidents. This afternoon the students 
organised a demonstration to protest against 
British Imperialism.” 

For the moment it does not seem that the 
Egyptian Government will take any action 
unless instructions are received from Zagh- 
lul.—( Reuter.) 

To-day's news from Atbara shows that the 
soldiers of the Egyptian Railway Battalion 
committed a considerable amount of sabotage 
within the railway workshops, destroying 
motor cars, machinery, and stock with long 
iron bars, and setting fire to the railway 
offices. They refused to respond to the 
moderating counsels of their commanding 
officer and two senior officials of the Sudan 
railways. 

It is now made clear that the command to 
fire was given bv an officer of the Sudanese 
Arab Mounted Rifles, who instructed his ser- 
geant to order his men to shoot over the heads 
of the Egyptian soldiers attacking them. The 
Sirdar has ordered a court of inquiry, which 
is now sitting and taking evidence.

SETTLING THE BUILDING 
DISPUTE IN BRITAIN.

After an eight-hours sitting in London at

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MOVE FOR ANOTHER 
‘MEETING.

NO NEW MINISTER FOR 
DEFENCE. ,

From Ovr POLITICAL CORRESPONDBNT. 


Whatever may be said or thought of 
Tuesday's debate in the Dail, one cannot 
but feel conscious of the fact. now that it 
has at least cleared the air to some extent, 
and also that it has assisted the public 
mind to a better understanding of an ey- 
tremely difficult situation. 

Although the Government secured a first 
reading for its Bill by the comfortable 
majority of 54 votes, the future remains 
full of anxiety and uncertainty. 

What is of some consequence at the 
moment, however, is that the political 
atmosphere has been purged of certain 
harmful speculation and unwholesome 
anticipation. President Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment has stated its position pretty fully 
and frankly, and the Dail, satisfied with 
that statement, has refused to allow itself 
to be rushed into any “ course of action '' 


like that suggested to it by the Labour 
Party. 


Deputies have gone away for their vaca- 
tion, satisfied that, from their point of view, 
the situation will be cautiously and safely 
“handled” by the President and his 
Cabinet. Any doubts seem to have been 
dispelled by the tone of the President's 
speech. 

There is a growing feeling on both sides 
of the Channel that the breathing space 
afforded by the six weeks’ holiday of the 
British Parliament should be utilised to the 
fullest extent in exploring every avenue that 
might lead to a settlement by agreement. 

In well-informed political circles the view 
is held that important developments in that 
direction are quite likely to take place with- 
in the next few weeks, and I am informed 
that influential forces will be exerting them- 
selves to bring about one further meeting 
between President Cosgrave and the 
Northern Premier. 

The Dail will not meet again until the 21st 
October, unless circumstances occur which 
will make it necessary to call deputies to- 
et.er at an earlier date. Meanwhile the 

resident will continue to combine the duties 
of his own office with those of the portfolio 
of Defence. 

The name of the new Minister was to have 
been submitted to the Dail before the re- 
cess, but I understand that the selection of 
General Mulcahy’s successor is making itself 
a matter of some difficulty for the Cabinet. 
So far, no decision has been come to, and, 
as the assent of the Dail is necessary before 
the person nominated by the President can 
assume office, it seems that the appointment 
of the new Minister will now wait until the 
end of October. 
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DEADLOCK FEARS. 


NO AGREEMENT AT THE 
LONDON CONFERENCE,

LONDON, Wednesday. 

A meeting of the London Conference was 
held late this afternoon in Downing street, 
when the chief French, German, and 
Belgian delegates discussed the plan for 
the evacuation of the Ruhr, in return for 
valuable commercial concessions from 
Germany. 

Herr Marx, the German Chaneellor, 
before leaving the Ritz for this meeting, 
said to a group of journalists at the 
hotel :— 

“Tam fully aware of the seriousness of the 
situation. We have successfully endeavoured 
to promote an understanding in the general 
conference, but we are vo-day deliberating on 
issues which are vital to the interests of 
Germany, and not only to Germany, but other 
countries. | go with a feeling of great 
responsibility, hoping the result will a 
successful one." 

The Chancellor stated that there would 
be no full session of the conference that 
day because of the negotiations which were 
proceeding on the Ruhr. He added: “ We 
met M. Herriot and M. Theunis this morn- 
ing, and those negotiations will continue 
later in the day.” 

Although Herr Marx was not at liberty to 
indicate the exact points of difference re- 
maining to be settled, it is an open secret 
they refer to the commercial benefits which 
France will receive in return for withdraw- 
ing her troops from the Ruhr. 

The Germans are willing to guarantee 
France a supp'y of Ruhr coke in order that 
the ore of Lorraine may be effectively ex- 
ploited; the bargaining on other trade con- 
cessions still remains unfinished, and it was 
urcertain at the time of writing whether 
Germany would secure her demand for the 
military evacuation in six months. 

The chiefs of the German, French and 
Belgian Delegations took counsel together in 
the historic bhun which is the centre of 
the political system of the British Empire, 
and wir. Macdonald and Mr. Snowden dis- 
creetly left them to it. 

Herr Marx, giving his views on the Con- 
ference generally, said that they had entered 
it im order to begin a new epoch in 
European affairs. 

‘It was,” he said, ‘‘ with great pleasure 
that we found when we came to the Con- 
ference that we were admitted on a footing 
of perfect equality, and that we 
had an opportunity of expressing our 
views just as the other delegations. 
1 want to lay particular stress on the amiable 
attitude of all those with whom we came 
into touch—most particularly Mr. Macdonald— 
hoth inside and outside the Conference. He 
has placed his time at our disposal in order 
to hear our views and explanations. We are 
very grateful to him for acecpting our views. 
We have tried to promote the work of the 
Conference in every possible way. 

"You will remember the large number of 
documents handed over to us very quickly. 
Other members of the Conference wil! 
acknowledge that we have tried to promote 
its aims. We have not tried to heap up 
difficulties. 

“We came to London with the desire of 
helping to bring about a general understand- 
ing between peoples and to promote peace, 
and I think we have been true to this 
principle.”’ 

“IMPOSSIBLE TO Err. 
ater. 

The Conference broke up last ~_ without 
any substantial advance having been made. 
There is a fear that if the present attitude 
of the French Delegation is maintained a 
deadlock may ensue. 

Throughout the day M. Herriot has insisted 
that the evacuation of the Ruhr will take 
place in a year's time, and that he has made 
no fresh counter-proposals to the Germans. 

The Germans state that it is impossible for 
them to mós w an evacuation lasting over so 
long a period, and they want the exacuation 
tu take place within six months at the latest. 

It is stated that all manner of subjects bear- 
ing on the application of the Dawes plan 
were discussed in to-day's conferences, but no 
progress was possible while the fundamental 
problem of military evacuation remained out- 
standing. 

It is understood that during the last three 
days M. Herriot has been in consultation with 
M. Loucheur, the famous French ex-Minister 
and industrialist.

ROW AFTER A DANCE. 


A desperate shooting affair, which resulted 
in three deaths, occurred yesterday morning 
at Teaghey, near Loughgall, Co. Armagh. 

A row took place after a dance in the local 
Orange Hall, and it is alleged that a man 
na Thomas Benison shot five others with 
a rifle. Thomas Watson (25), of Derrygoose, 
was killed instantaneously; and John Red- 
mond, of Drumannon, and Joseph McAdam, 
of Derry Corr, died later in hospital. John 
Hall, of Eglish, and Albert Price, a member 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, were 
severely wounded. 

Benson was arrested on a charge of murder. 


THE INQUEST. 
An inquest was held at i. Infirmary 


yesterday afternoon, on the ies of John 
Redmond and Joseph McAdam, 

George McAdam said that when he was 
leaving the Orange Hall, at about 3 a.m., 
went with him. Albert 
Samuel Buckley were im- 
mediately behind them. Benison ran 
towards his house and was followed by 
Price and Buckley. A few minutes later 
witness found Buckley and Bennison lying 
in a heap in the middle of the road. He 
lifted Buckley off Benison, and the latter, 
rising to his feet, shouted, ‘I'll make vou 
lift." Witness noticed then that he carried 
a rifle. Buckley and Price began to run and 
Benison fired after them. 

“I caught him,” said the witness, ‘‘ but 
then let him go when 1 heard Johnny Hal! 
shout that he had been shot. Benison fired 
another shot in the direction of Hall, and 
after that shot I heard my brother, Joseph, 
who was about fifty yards down the main 
road, shout that he, too, had been shot. |! 
found thomas Watson lying, apparently dead, 
near the spot wheie my brother was lying. 
Then I went towards Hall, and found Red- 
mond lying badly wounded. Price also said 
that he had been wounded. 

“1 went back to my brother, and Benison 
was there. ‘You have shot my brother,’ | 
said; and, pointing his rifle at me, Benison 
said, ‘If you dont keep quiet 1 will shoot 
you, too.” Then Benison went up the hill 
towards his own home, saying, ‘I'll shoot 
two or three more if they don't keep quiet.’ ' 

Answering the Coroner, the witness said 
that there was some lemonade and three- 

uarter barrels of stout in the Orange Hall. 
About three quarts of the stout were left 
when the social was over. During the day 
there had been an excursion to Pomeroy, but 
all the members of the party were sober when 
they went to the hall.

With others, he went to 
see a fight on the road home, and Benison 
shot him. Benison declared, “I will shoot 
every man on the road.”

The witness added that Mr. McAdam died 
as he was in the act of signing the deposition.

IMPROVES. 


£11,000,000 INCREASE IN 
EXPORTS,

LONDON, w ednesday. 

British trade returns for the month of July, 
issued today, show a considerable increase 
both in exports and imports. The tota! im- 
ports for the 31 days were of the value of 
£108,115,498, or £19,614,046 better than June, 
and the highest this year, excepting May, 
when the total was £122.086,599. 

Against July last year when the total was 
£79,660,906, and July, 1922, £81,736,827, it 
will be observed there is a considerable in- 
crease. 

The exports side is even better, British 
exports for the month are returned at 
£71,285,289 and with the foreign and Colonial 
re-exports the total is £81,457,918. 

Regarding purely British exports, there is 
an increase of £11,000.000 over June. an in 
crease over July last year of nearly 
£12,000,000; over July, 1922, an increase of 
£11,000,000, while the tota) of all exports is 
more than £15,000.000 greater than in the 
same month last year. 

Refiecting the state of the shipping trade, 
0,426 British ships were cleared as against 
0,546 in the same month last year, and 2,201 
loreign ships, as against 2,288. The total 
tonnage which left during the month was 
5,790,425, against 5,547,418 in July, 1923. 

The trade returns for June ‘as regards 
merchandise show that Great Britain im- 
ported from Germany values £7,675,371, from 
Russia £2.527,927 (against £1,052,433 a vear 
ago), and from France £17,155.114 ' 
£15.715,035 in June, 1923). British exports 
to Germany in June were value £12.893.842 
(against £12.254.741 in the same month last 
year), to Russia £354,935 (against £645.459).

Under the Presidency of Mr. W. E. Young 
{Queenstown), the annual meeting of the Iman 
Associauion of Gas Managers took place yes- 
lerday in the Oak Room of the Mansion 
house, Dublin. There was a large attendance. 

Mr. G. Airth (Dundalk), hon. secretary and 
treasurer, submitted the Committee's report, 
which stated that as a Gas Managers’ Asso- 
ciation they knew no politics and recognised 
no boundary line, but, like many activities, 
their activities were somewhat overshadowed 
by the affairs of the body politic. Owing to 
the disturbed conditions of the times, it was 
five years since they had had the advantage 
that arose from an annual exchange of views. 
Since then a vast change had come over the 
face of the country, but, despite all that had 
happened and was happening, they met again 
as the Irish Gas Managers’ Association re- 
presentative of all Ireland. 

_In spite of repeated efforts to get the Asso- 
ciation on a good ‘solid footing, there had not 
been that response to the call of unity which 
the times demanded. : 

In regard to the stafws and remuneration of 
gas managers, the Committee had taken 
action, with advantage to many the 
members. 
Owing to the financial position of the Asso- 
ciation, am increase in the amount of the 
annual subscription was essential. 

The auditor’s report showed a balance of 
£8 10s. 6d. to credit. 

The report and statement of accounts were 
adopted. 

POISTION OF THE GAS INDUSTRY. 

In the course of his Presidential address, 
Mr. Young said that gas concerns, in- 
stead of being things of the past, were: more 
virile than ever. As managers of such under- 
takings, they realised that the growing popu- 
larity of gas as a labour-saving medium in the 
homes of the people was the principal factor 
in the success which had attended these con- 
cerns, though it was their business to bring 
to the notice of the public the advantages of 
gas. : 

Gas companies had not received much aid 
irom the Governments of the day. Where 
lucre Was recognition, it was used only to 
impose unecessary restricuions, although, 
under the Gas Kegulation Act, it had been 
possible to get relief from some oí their ditti- 
culties. ‘Lhe governmental mind seemed to 
be obsessed with the idea that electricity was 
all that mattered. So they read of huge 
electmc schemes being started under the 
benign influence of the Government. - In 
the Free State they learned that such pro- 
jects were being debated. He did rot 
question the motives of Ministers; he believed 
that they were impelled solely by a desire to 
benefit the country, and, undoubtedly, a 
cheap supply of electricity would be a benefit. 
Expert opinion, however, was divided on the 
merits of the Shannon scheme. and it might 
be that economies in generation would be 
more than counter-balanced by distributive 
costs over a sparsiey populated district. If 
s0, local generating stations, where the de- 


mand existed, would appear to be the better 
wav. 


of 


in places where gas works were in operation, 
and where a sufficient demand for electricity 
existed, be suggested that the Government. 
by lending money at a low rate of interest, 
should help the gas companies to supply the 
need, as they had the best chance of making 
the scheme a success. He did not suggest that 
gas companies should be granted a monopoly, 
but he felt that some expert body should care- 
fully examine the likely prospects of a com- 
peting scheme of lighting. An expensive 
system of electricity would be no saviour of 
the country, and a reduced output of gas 
would put up the price thereof, to the detri- 
ment of consumers. 

He thought that all gas companies should 
obtain Statutory powers. These carried cer- 
tain obligations, but the advantages were

THE GAS INDUSTRY IN IRELAND. 

In the course of a paper on the position of 
the gas industry in Ireland. Mr. T. J. Reid 
(Ballina) deplored the fact that during the 
past decade about a dozen works had been 
closed as a direct result of the war. indus. 
trial strife and unfair competition. For those 
who had survived there still were difficulties. 
Comparing the position in 1914 and now, he 
said that the ‘most adverse condition to be 
noted was, to his mind. not the price of 
coal, labour, or anything entering into the 
cost of producing gas, but the great reduction 
in ligkting hours, which was of greater mayni- 
tude in the provincial towns than elsewhere. 
“Summer Time’’ and ‘ Uniform Time.” as 
applied to Western Ireland, operated to the 
extent of one and three-quarter hours’ differ- 
ence for six months of the vear. In addition 
to this. there was the reduction of shop 
hours by as much as three hours of lighting 
time. This wag against ‘heir business 

The cost of cookers and other heating 
apparatus should receive more attention. 
Other items of the cost of production which 
had especially increased were coal, freight 
nd labour. Referring to electrical competi- 
jion, he said that these schemes were not per- 
forming, and could not perform, the services 
of the gas concerns which they displaced. 

There was now a possibility of a much 
larger competitor than private or municipal 
installations, in a proposed national or State 
scheme of eléctricity. A German firm of note 
had been entrusted with examining into the 
practicability of such a scheme. They had 
two young and inexperienced Governments in 
Ireland, both anxieus to do their utmost to 
prove that they possessed the true governing 
spirit, and it was only natural that they 
should give ready ear to the suggestion that 
they should utilise the waters of the Shannon 
or the Bann. 

The Chairman said that there was a great 
deal to be said in favour of Mr. Reid's 
advocacy of advertising. 

An interesting discussion [ollowed. 

In reply, Mr. Reid said that they should 
start an advertising campnign suited to Irish 
conditions. They had emerged into a new 
Ireland—an Ireland, perhaps, too ready to dis- 
card the old in favou" of the new, and it was 
“op” to them, as guardians of the gas in- 
dustry, to put their views before the Govern- 
ment. ' 

Mr. Fottrell, of the National Gas Council, 
and Mr. Mason, of the British Commercial 
Gas Association, also spoke.

AN IRISH CURRENCY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—-Professor Busteed having recently 
lent the weight of his authority to the 
opinion that an Irish currency might be safely 
and profitably created, I, sharing that opinion, 
ventured to expound the matter simply, with 
a view to interesting the ordinary newspaper 
reader. My explanation was, briefly, as fol- 
lows:—The sole practical object of any such 
change would be to transfer from the British 
Treasury to the Free State Treasury an esti- 
mated amount of about twenty millions ster- 
ling, which the former has, indirectly, ob- 
tained from us in retarn for the British cur- 
rency which we are now using. It would be 
impracticable and disadvantageous for us to 
create any currency superior in value to 
British or sterling, and extremely foolish to 
abandon the latter for any inferior currency. 
The only admissible Irish,currency, at present, 
would, therefore, be one of exactly the same 
value as the British, jí such were possible. 
Egypt has. in recent times, proved that it is 
possible, by rigidly harnessing its own cur- 
reney to the British, and thus ensuring ab- 
solute and constant parity between the two. 
Were it deemed feasible to adopt the Egyptian 
precedent, our new currency would be simply 
an extension of British currency, or ‘‘ sterling 
painted green.” 

In a supplementary article, published in the 
Trich Statesman of the 9th August, Professor 
Busteed unfolds a currency. scheme which 
does not fit in with the foregoing exposé. He 
proposes the creation of a currency which shal] 
not be dependent on British curtency (as the 
Fgyptian is), but independent; and whose 
equality, or parity, with a-British currency 
shall not be automatically secured (as that of 
the Egyptian is), but shall be hopefully aimed 
at by the issuing authority, armed with a 
‘note reserve.”’ The Irish bankers, acting 
collectively through a central bank, would 
issue and control this new currency, indepen- 
dentiy of the Ministry of Finance. The tra- 
ditions and prestige of the Irish bankers con- 
stitute, unquestionably, a moral guarantee of 
the highest order that the best would be done 
in the circumstances, The fundamental fact 
remains, however, that this scheme would cut 
us adrift from British currency, and thereby 
create a potential difference of money ex- 
change between these two islands and between 
the two parts of thisone island. I. for one, do 
not see how, under this scheme, exchange differ- 
ences and speculation could be avoided, al- 
‘hough they could be countered a pris coup. 
Any such play of exchange would, I think, 
stamp the new currency as inferior and cause 
the public to regret the loss of the one which 
we now .possess. 

The subject mav, however, be considered in 
a broader way. Once we cut ourselves adrift 
from British currency, the tendency, under 
present conditions, must be down stream. The 
Free State, hampered nnnaturally with a land 
frontier, and recently emerged from revolu- 
tion, is traversing a difficult period of ‘transi- 
tion, which may last ten more years. It is 
not yet stabilised, either politically or financi- 
allv. Taxation is excessive and the Govern- 
ment hard-up. Were the proposed dike of 
Ihish bankers to give way, our State would be 
likely to follow in the wake of Greece and 
Bulgaria, whose bankers and statesmen are 
just as worthy and as capable as our own, 
but who had not the good fortune to be an- 
chored, at the outset, to a sound currency 
like the British. At present Greek currency 
Stands at about two shillings in the pound 
and Bulgarian currency at tenpence in the 
pound. 

A debasing of the currency not only injures 
trade and robs every earner of weges and 
salaries, to say nothing of bank deposits, etc., 
but, what is less well known, causes wide- 
spread demoralisation amongst the population 
concerned. I sneak from direct experience. 


‘The. best possible guarantee against any dis- 


aster of that kind would be to avoid the first 
step by resolutely setting one’s face against 
any proposal, however alluring, to cut adrift 
from British currency. 

Perhaps, I should add. as it seems not gener. 
ally known. that British currency in Ireland 
includes Irish bank notes. About two-thirds 
of those notes are simplv British currency in 
an Irish guise, each having an invisible Trea- 
surv note attached to it (in realitv, on deposit 
in London). The remaining third. needless to 
explain, is equally guaranteed and identical 
in value.—Yours, etc.,

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., who, with Mr.: 
William Black (instructed by Mr. Daniel XA» 
Keenan), appeared for the accused men, 
stated that this was an application in respect 
of each for leave to appeal under Section 351 
of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, The first 
portion of py sos was for permission 
of the. mea to present; and the second 
was, as listed, an appeal from the refusal of 
the learned judge.to grant a certificate for 
leave to appeal against the conviction and 
sentence, and against the refusal to grant 
an application for a free copy of the 
transcript of the officia! rg «real short- 
hand notes of the evidence. Taking the case 
of Thomas Treanor first, Mr. Comyn said that 
the grounds of appeal were somewhat different 
in the other cases, but in Thomas Treanor's 
case the principal ground was that the learned 
judge had wrongfully admitted evidence of 
confessions, alleged to have been made by 
some of the prisoners. That was the sub- 
stantial ground of the l. 

A QUESTION OF LAW. 
In the case of Thomas Treanor, 
others, there was a question of law involved, 
it being submitted that there had been mis- 
conception of evidence, and misdirection on 
the part of the judge; that he had erroneously 
admitted evidence of what had been alleged 
to have been stated by the prisoner in the 
course of an inter-change of words between 
him and Captain John McKenna, to the effect 
that when the latter asked did he get any- 
ae out of the bank raid, Barney (his 
brother) having said he got £5, he (Thomas 
Treanor) replied that he got £5, too. That 
Statement, if made at all, was not made 
voluntarily. Evidence tendered by his 
counsel to show that that statement was not 
voluntary, if made at all, was not permitted 
to be given at the time. 
Their submission was, that once the con- 
fession had been stated to the jury it made 
such an impression upon their minds that 1t 
could not be wiped away. They contended 
that the confessions were obtained from the 
prisoners hy duress. The jury were 
afterwards ‘told that they could act 
on the confession alleged to have been 
made by Bernard Treanor to Inspector 
McKenna if they liked. Counsel es- 
plained that Inspector McKenna and 
Captain McKenna were different persons. 
Inspector McKenna had the interchange with 
Bernard in an inner room, and Captain 
McKenna, who had the interchange with 
Thomas, was in an outer room on the ocea- 
sion. 
It was also urged that the alleged con- 
fessions, if made at all, had been é as the 
result of threats or inducement on the part 
of persons in authority ; and that the evidence 
was inadmissible. The learned judge had 
refused to receive the evidence tendered on 
behalf of the prisoners in the first instance, 
there being two ind dent witnesses pro. 
duced to show thet threats had been used 
or inducements held out—although he subse. 
quently rejected the evidence. 
In reply to the Chief Justice, Mr. 
stated he would not press the application 
with reference to the attendance or presence 
of the prisoners, and that he applied fora 
free y of the tranácript of the shorthand 
writers notes of the evi , on the ground 
that the prisonera, who were all smal! farmers 
in a humble position, had no money to pay 
for copies of the ,transcript. 
TRANSCRIPT OF NOTES. 

The Chief Justice asked if the application 
was op by counsel for the State. 

Mr. Corrigan said that he took it that this 
application was in the nature of an ex parte 
application, in view of the fact that a certi- 
ficate had been refused by the judge. 

The Chief Justice said that notice of the | 
application had been served in the State 
Solicitor's Office, but a much more serious 
question had arisen, apart from the order, and 
that was the question of having a transcript 
of the evidence at the trial for the Court, and 
he expected that there would have been some- 
one there who would speak for the Ministry of 
Finance. | 

Mr. Corrigan said that, in connection with 
that, he had nothing to add to what was 
stated in his letter to his lordship’s registrar. 

The Chief Justice said that formal notice 
of this preliminary application for a free 
transcript of the notes of the evidence had 
been served in the office of the Free State 
Solicitor, and if the State opposed the grant 
of a free copy of the transcript, he would 
have expected that opposition to be expressed 
in the usual way by counsel.

SUCCESS OR FAILURE. 


The success or failure of the scheme in the 
future depends to a very great extent upon 
whether the country settles down rapidly and 
develops, as we all hope will be the case. The 
amalgamation of a great number of separate 
railways into one large concern should pro- 
mote economical working, as well 
as efficiency; but the benefits to be secured 
will not materialise forthwith, nor can we ex- 
pect an immediate restoration of prosperity 
throughout the country, upon which the rail- 
ways depend for their commercial success. 

Just at first we must be prepared for many 
difficulties in giving effect to the railway 
policy of the Government, and use al! our 
skill and energies to meet and overcome them ; 
but, given a revival of industrial and agricul- 
tural activities in Ireland. and a free hand 
to work out the salvation of the Amalgamated 
Company, there is no reason to be pessi- 
mistic as to the ultimate value of railway 
property in the Free State. 

Unless you wish me to do ao, I do not pro- 
pose to go through the amalgamation scheme 
in detail. It is a preliminary scheme, as al- 
ready stated, due to the absence from it of 
the Dublin and South-Eastern Company, and 
must be followed later on by a final scheme: 
many of the provisions are purely formal, and 
give effect to the general agreement arrived 
at, that the three companies concerned are 
to be formed into one, on the terms set out in 
the Second Schedule. The date of amalgama- 
tion is to be the 1st July. 1924, and the Board 
charged with the administration of the com- 
pany until the first annual meeting is to con- 
sist of fourteen directors, of whom nine are to 
be nominated by the directors of the Great 
Southern and Western Company, four by us 
and one by the Cork, Bandon and South Coast 
directors. The title of the company is to be 
“The Great Southern Railway Company.’ 


THE SECOND SCHEME. 


The second scheme which we submit for 

your approval has reference to the absorption 
by the new company of three small] under- 
takings—the Cork and Macroom Direct Rail. 
way, the Cork, Blackrock and Passage Rail- 
way, and the Waterford and Tramore Rail- 
way. Under the Act the Amalgamated Com- 
pany 18 under an obligation to absorb no less 
than twenty-two distinct railways, and the 
final absorption scheme will deal with all of 
these ; meantime, we have arranged terms with 
the three I have mentioned. 
' The. capital sum involved is not large, re 
atively: it stands to-day at about £700,000, 
which is to be exchanged for £403,700 stock 
of the new company, divided into Debentures, 
Preference Stock and Ordinary Stock, in. the 
proportions set out in the schedule to the 
scheme.. Two of the three companies—the 
Cork and Macroom and Waterford and Tra- 
more—are prosperous concerns, and may be ex- 
pected to show a fair profit in the future, as 
they have done in the t. The remaining 
one—the Cork, Blackrock and Passage—has 
never been successful, and, notwithstanding 
the drastic 1eduction of the nominal capital 
‘rom £561,270 to £108,538, the Amalgamated 
Company might be better off without it; but 
the Government has decided, and. the Railway 
Act so provides, that unification is to be com- 
plete, and we took the view that no advan- 
tage would be gained by compelling the Pas- 
sage Company to have resort to the Tribunal, 
when the directors of that company showed 
their willingness to co-operate in a reasonable 
settlement. 

With regard to what I have stated about 
the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany, I may say that negotiations are in pro- 
gress with this pe um with a view to their 
coming into the scheme. If an arrangement 
is arrived at it will be necessary to call you 
gs to consider the complete scheme.

TRADE OF DUBLIN. 


Mr. C. J.. Reddy, solicitor, said that it 
struck him that this whole scheme had been 
devised to destroy the trade of Dublin and 
Dun Laoghaire, and to divert the trade to 
Rosslare. He thought that it was up to the 
stockholders not to accept this scheme. He 
thought that their company ought to have 
held out for a greater sum than £70. (Hear, 
hear.) If they took the dividends they would 
see that that that was so, and their reserves 
showed it also.

He thought that it would be better to wait 
until they saw what the Dublin South-Eastern 
Railway Company would do, before the 
scheme was carried through. He thought that 
it would be better for that company to 
amalgamate with the Dublin and South- 
Eastern than with the Great Southern and 
Western Railway. 

The Chairman said that that was not really 
the last meeting of the company. There 
would be another meeting of the shareholders 
later on to confirm the interim dividend. The 
directors of the new company were chosen 
in exactly the same way as in England—by 
the amount of capital which they held in the 
line. That was the fairest way of doing *t. 
(Hear, hear.) As regards the amalgamation 
with the Great Northern he endorsed what 
Mr. Kelly had said, and he hoped some day 
to see the Great Northern and all the other 
railways in the scheme. But the Govern. 
ment’s proposal was that only the railways 
in Southern Ireland should come into the 
scheme. As a matter of fact, the Govern- 
ment had no control over Northern Ireland, 
and they could not cit the railway under the 
scheme. He thought it more likely that in- 
stead of cutting the Great Northern Railway 
in two it would all come in yet. (Hear. hear.) 

The directors sent to the new Board would 
preserve the whole of the interests of the 
West of Ireland. Their company had to amal.- 
gamate with the other companies in Southern 
Ireland, and the Dublin and South-Eastern 
line did not come in. As regards the protec- 
tion of the ports that was provided for under 
the Act. 


SHAREHOLDER’S GRIEVANCE, 


Mr. L. Storey (a shareholder) said that he. 
bought Ordinary shares at £130, and now he 


was only going to get £70 under the new 
scheme.

(Hear, hear.) 

Senator O'Dea asked whether the ó pe 
cent. was to be caleulated on the £70. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Storey was not 
the only one who paid a great deal of money 
for his stock.
